through the schools. Pre-natal clin- 
ics will be held from time to time at 
such places as may be arranged. Life 
extension examinations will be con- 
ducted by the medical health officers 
at the same places and times as the 
pre-natal clinics. Child Welfare 
clinics for children of pre-school age 
will be held in accordance with suit- 
able time tables. 

The staff of the Health District 
consists of a District Health officer; 
a Graduate Registered Nurse; a San- 


itary Inspector, and a  Secretary- 
Technician.

Unsatisfactory ! 
Water Susply 


There is a great deal of dissatis- 
faction in Lacombe over the water 


being supplied by the waterworks de- 
partment of the Power Co. We in 
Lacombe have always had a good 
supply of soft water from deep wells, 
and these deep wells are still deliv- 
ering soft water, which proves that 
the supply is still available. ‘The 
water now being supplied is hard, 
and getting harder.every day, and we 
think, if possible, the council should 
take the matter up with the power 
company and see if this state of af- 
airs cannot be remembered. Citizens 
are paying very heavy for the con- 
venience of having water laid in their 
homes, and we think should receive 
‘some consideration. A feeble at- 
tempt ‘was made a few weeks ago to 
shut out the surface water from the 
reservoir, and the water was fairly 
soft for a short time, which should 
show the powers that be that soft 
water is to be had. Of course, ther# 
is nothing in the town’s contract with 
Calgary Power’Co. guaranteeing soft 
water, but we think that if an effort 
was made, the companx could be 
prevailed upon to sink a new well. A 
number of citizens have already shut 
off the town water and reverted to 
their private pumping outfits, and 
many more will follow suit if pres- 
‘ent conditions continue.

WHAT ANOTHER WAR 
WILL MEAN 


The movement to further the cause 
of disarmament is. receiving the 
strong support of all those who are 
in a position to visualize what anoth- 
er major war would produce in the 
way of death-dealing ingenuity. It 
is no secret that scientists have dis- 
covered means since the Great War 
whereby quick death may be imposed 
on the people of an enemy country 
without any direct risk for those who 
employ them. 

In a recent issue of ‘‘John o’ Lon- 
don’s weekly,’’ Lord Liddell declared 
that entire cities might be destroyed 
by new and mysterious explosions im- 
mediately before the declaration of 
war. Everything would depend on 
what side was able to take the init- 
iative in unloosing agencies of de- 
struction. John Galsworthy, the 
famous Birtish novelist, has also de- 
picted in vivid terms what another 
war will mean. 

‘‘With the development of air- 
planes, explosives and poison gases 
in recent years,’’ he points out, 
‘‘the men, women and children of 
any country partaking in a future 
war seem doomed to creep like rats 
into a drain pipe. There will be no 
chivalry, honor, or glory in a future 
war; no distinction of age or sex, or 
between the sick and healthy will be 
no immunity for culture. There will 
be nothing but flying, invisible 
shapes, raining death and desolation. 
The country that indulges in war 
will become a shadow of its former 
self and slink down into the pit of 
the past. This is no ery of alarm, 
but common sense.’’ 

Death dealing machines which 
can be guided by radio direction ei- 
ther through the air or water from 
a home base will add to the terror 
and confusion of another war. The 
element of combat will be replaced 
by that of stealth. Battleships will 
be practically useless and infantry 
troops a back number, but in face 
of these possibities the nations are 
devoting their entire ettention to 
the question of limiting the number 
and size of war vessels and armies, 
factors which may c:unt little in the 
next war. They are tackling the 
subject of disarmament from the 
wrong angle. Removal of causes of 
war such as national disagreements 
and jealousies is of more paramount 
necessity.

The Troublemaker 


Or recent months we have heard 
a great deal about the professional 
agitator, Minor disturbances in var- 
ious parts of the country have been 
attributed to ‘his influence. It has, 
indeed, become a fashion to blame 
almost any breach of the peace upon 
agitators paid by the Communist 
Party. A member of the Senate the 
other day impressed upon that body 
the necessity to deport such men. 

Exaggeratoin, of course, has play- 
ed its part. There is little doubt 
that the professional agitator has 
not been as successful as rumors 
would indicate. Much of the trouble 
has been caused simply by the de- 
sire for food on the part of hungry 
men. Yet there is also little doubt 
that the professional agitator 
has capitalized the present situation. 
Until the community as a_ whole 
clamored for something to be done— 
an action which hes already brought 
the promise of increased Federal as- 
sistance—the professional agitator 
was the only articulate person con- 
sistently championing the cause. of 
the unemployed. But—and this fs a 
thing which few unemployed and 
few others realize—he has retarded 
rather than advanced the movement 
to supply men with adequate relief. 
There is no reason for him to do 
otherwise. 

We do not. know fur sure in what 
manner these agitators are paid. We 
do. know that. ¢hey, support the 
Communist Party of Canada, which 
is affiliated with the Red Interna- 
ticnale at Moscow, and that it has 
as its objective complete destruction 
of the capitalist system and substit- 
ution of a socialist state similar to 
the U.S.S.R. For the furtherance of 
this objective as much discontent as 
possible is required. Concessions on 
the: part of the government to the 
unemployed lessen discontent and 
therefore lessen the power of the 
professional agitator. The main pol- 
icy of such men has therefore been 
to make demands so radical that 
they are impossible of fulfillment, 
and then to point out how the gov- 
ernment is unwilling to concede any- 
thing, ' , 

The average unemployed worker is 
not greatly concerned with political 
economy—he is concerned mostly 
with his stomach. But if the profes- 
sional agitator appears to be more 
likely to fill his, stomach than the 
government, he will most certainly 
throw his lot in with the former. 

For this reason the promise of rap- 
id action by the government must be 
welcome to every type of citizen, for 
to give men food and shelter is so 
much more — effective a weapon 
against militant Communism than 
the blows which police have on occa- 
sions delivered at men who gathered 
to talk about the ideas of Karl Marx.

CENSUS NEEDED Gi 
UNEMPLOYED 


About this time last year Premier 
Brownlee announced that in order to 
protect against the influx of unem- 
ployed from other provinces all men 
out of work in Alberta would be reg- 
istered. After due notice had been 
served, no outsiders would be given 
relief in Alberta. 

It is apparent thai, if that plan 
had been carried out effectively, the 
province and municipalities would be 
in a much better position today.The 
administration of relief could have 
been placed on a definite basis, and 
the burden would have been much 
less. Men have been coming into 
Alberta on nearly every freight 
train for months on end and now 


“ff 
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are part of Alberta’s present army 
of unemployed. Six months’ resi- 
dence or even. less establishes a 
claim of sorts on civic relief and a 
right to participate in civic work. 

It is late in the day to inaugurate 
a complete registration of the un- 
employed, but it should be done. The 
place of origin of the hundreds of 
men who have drifted into Alberta in 
recent months should be ascertained, 
and steps taken to restore them to 
their last scene of employment, It 
is there they have a direct claim 
to relief and work. 

Any man who cannot give proof 
of having been employed in recent 
years should be regarded as a per- 
manent idler, and in the cases of 
foreigners in like ‘position whose 
coming here is of recent date, their 


care @hould be directly charged to| 


the agencies which brought them 
into the country. It is time for a 
systematic enumeration of the 
transient unemployed and a_ defin- 
ite aHocation of the responsibility 
for their sustenance. The present 
unrestrained movement of unemploy- 
ed from one place to another serves 
no useful purpose. , Instead, it de- 
velops congestion in a few centres 
and consequently an unfair burden, 
Edmonton is a good example these 
days. ‘ ; 

Apart from this aspect, a distrib- 
ution of unemployed on the basis f 
former. residence would stimulate Jo- 
cal work programmes end generos- 
ity. Under present conditions cities 
and municipalities are afraid to em- 
bark on any ambitious public worke 
programme because of the certainty 
of attracting outside unemployed.
